Cattle and sheep are apt to gather 
about isolatq] trees, or along wire 
fences during g thunderstorm, and 
they are sometimes killed in ~ groupe 
A person caught in g thunderstorm 
while in the open country should keep 
a hundred yards away from anytree 
that may happen to stand in the field 
In a dense woods he is safe if he does 
not place himself under some tall 
tree. Eight or nine persons have been 
killed by a single stroke of lightnin 
while sitting under an isolated tree 
It isa ready path tothe ground. One 
should aleo avoid the ncighboraood of 
a body of water. 


The cause of lightning is the accum- 
ulation of electric sharges in the. 
clouds. ‘These charges flow tee 
as the particles of water in the cloud 
coalesce to from large drops. Elec- 

j tricity resides on the surface of the 
|;charged patticles, aad as they coalesc 
the surface increases proportionally 
less than the volume, The consejuence 
is that the electnicity contributed by 
each particle to the united mass has 
less space to spread itself over.than it 
had when the particles were separate. 
It follows that the comhined crarge on 
the surface of the larger drop is more 
intence thanwere the charges. on the 
separate particles. In other words, 
the -‘potential’’ of, the charge jis n- 
creased. Th2 whole cloud becomes 
heavily charged as its countless mul- 
titude of drops grow larger and 
larger... 


At the same time, through the efi- 
ects of what is called ‘‘induction,” a 
charge of the opposite kind isproduced 
on a neighboring cloud or on the earth 
beneath. As these charges increase in 
intensity they strive to burst across 
the intervening air, and if the potent- 
ial becomes sufficient they do so. There 
result is a lightning stroe. 


The spark from an electric: machine 
is a baby lightning stroke. As the 
disk of the machine is turned, more 
and more electricity accumulates on‘th 
polished knob called the conductor, un- 
til the surrounding ‘air can no longer 
resist the strain, and then a spark 
passes between the knob and some ob- 
ject placed near on which a contrary 
charge has been produced - by the 
curious property of induction. 7 


But the spark: from the most power- 
fal electric machine is but a few in- 


ches in length, ‘while a lightning 
stroke may be from a mile to ten 
miles long. No sudden phenomenon of 


nature, except: perhaps g volcanic ex- 
plesion, is more startling suggestive 
of terrific power than a bolt of light- 
ning. Considering the immense num- 
ber of strokes that fly from cloud to 
cloud and from cloud to earth during 
a severe thunderstorm. It seems won- 
derful that lightning is not more de- 
structive than experience has sroved 
it to he. 


Our relative security is due to the 
fact that most of the charges take 
place between clouds, and that when 
the lightning strikes earthward it us- 
ually has an infinity of points presecn- 
ted to it, which offer ready ways for 
its escape and dissipation. This is 
why isolated objects, especially it 
they are long and poineed at the top 
are themost liable to be struck. Tall, 
pointed objects, especially if they are 


metallic, s2rve to draw off the elec: 
tricity from the cloud without an 
explosive discharge. : / 


The grandeur of an electric storm 
is vastly increased by the thunder, 
Many.,persons find that more terrify- ' 
inz than the lightning. Thunder is 
vacancies made in the atmosphere by, 
the sudden expansion produced by the 
pessage of the lightning. The heated 
air expends with great foree, and 
immediutely the vacancies are filled 
again thus procucing atmosphereic 
waves which impress the ear as sound 
If the stroke occurs nearby, the thun- 
fer follows almost instantly, in a 
sharp clap. If the lightning is at 4 
distance from the observer, the thun- 
der follows the stroke at an interval 
depending upon the distance. 


Sound trave's in the air about 1,100 
feet par secotl se wtsterce of the 
lightning stroke can easily be calcul- 
ated by observing the number of sec- 
onds which elapse before the thunder 
begins. It is only necessary to mul- 
tiply tais number by 1,100 in order 
of the lightning. Successive peals of 
lightning following a single stroke are 
due to the successive grTi¥al nf differ- 
ent sound waves produced at varying 
distances fron: the observer by the 
passage of the lightning. As we have 
sad, a-lightn ng stroke may be miles 
in length. Variations of density in 
the air tend to seperate the sound 
waves and male them arrive in penls 
instead of in a continuous roll. - | 


It isan old adage that ‘‘thunder 
sours milk,’’ If there is any effect of 
this kind it must be due to the elec- 
trIc state of the air rather than to the 
thunder, The great heat which often 
accompanies a thundprstorm, may 
callso q sudden development of fer- 
ments in the milk.
